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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the fragments taught in 
U.S. Patent No. 5,941,863 to Guidotti are adapted to expand strongly in the Z direction, rather than in the X, Y, and Z directions. The 
features upon which applicant relies (i.e., expansion in the X and Y directions) are not recited in the rejected claims. Although the claims 
are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 
1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Even if such a limitation were in the claims, it is not clear that Guidotti/Korpman would be 
overcome. While in some embodiments Guidotti suggests that the Z-direction is the primary direction of expansion, Guidotti does not 
indicate that secondary expansion in the X and Y directions would stop the invention from working, unless such expansion were so great 
as to close the cavity 24 between the fragments. Guidotti teaches that compressed foam materials are suitable for the invention, and 
nothing in Guidotti suggests that such foam materials must be compressed in such a way as to expand only in the Z-direction upon 
wetting (col. 8, lines 57-58).
